1. No later than December 31, 2015 each City Council member shall submit a list of
priority infrastructure improvement projects for their District, totaling no more
than $1.9 million, to the City Manager and Austin Transportation Department
(ATD) and Public Works Department (PWD) that meet the purposes for use of

2. All remaining % Cent funds not designated for projects under No. 1 above, shall
be used for citywide priorities, as prioritized by the Mayor, that meet the purpose
for use of the % cent funds as identified by ATD and PWD staff.

3. The City Manager will present an updated recommendation for projects to be
funded by the %4 Cent Funds for consideration and approval by the Austin City
Council by January 28, 2016 of the $21.8 million remaining ¥4 Cent Funds to pay
for the improvements as identified by each City Council member in the priority
list submitted in No. 1 above and by the Mayor as identified in No. 2 above.

The City Manager, PWD and ATD will expend the $21.8 remaining %4 cent
funds to pay for the improvements as identified by each City Council member
and the Mayor.”

Additional Backup Information

The interlocal agreement between the City and Capital Metropolitan Transit Authority (CMI'A) specified
that any improvements proposed for CMI'A %-Cent funding enhance regional mobility; support public
transit; provide leverage for federal or private funds; add to an existing program; or expedite a critical
mobility project. Resolution 20150618-093 also directed that “4-Cent funds be used in these types of
improvements, as well as those that address the following purposes: transportation safety, improved access
to schools, new traffic signals, existing infrastructure needs, traffic calming, and improved access to transit.
The initial %4-Cent Funding was approximately $139.5 million dollars, of which $21.8 million remains to be

programmed. The updated project list can be summarized as follows:
